ness. Profuse sweats arc common 
and the kidney function often fails 
entirely. 

Some cases have developed 
paralysis of the legs and arms. No 
treatment yet discovered secms to 
have any beneficial effect. During 
the height of the fever and itching 
even morphine frequently does 
not relieve and the general misery 
is unbearable. 

A physician calls to see a case 
of poisoning by the drug and, hav- 
ing no idea of the cause, is misled 
and may blame it on many things 

In some ways its action is simi- 
jar to Infantile Paralysis and un- 
doubtedly is often mistaken for 
acute Bright’s disease, only the 
physician finds it hard to explain 
the eruption and intense itching. 

Undoubtedly there are many 
eases of Dinitropheno!] poisoning 
that are not recognized as such 
One case that was reported from 
a large hospital was not recognized 
until an autopsy of the kidney de- 
struction revealed it. By careful 
inquiry of the family and druggist 
it was found that the patient had 
taken some Dinitrophenol on the 
advice of a nurse who worked in 
a physician’s office, but had un- 
doubtedly taken it according to 
directions.

Diet massage, exercise undel 
the guidance of a physician is the 
only safe way to reduce. 

The taking of Thyroid extract 
to reduce weight is also unsafe. It 
may stimulate a simple goiter and 
cause it to become toxic with all 

the bad effects on the heart and 
nervous system that a toxic goiter 
produces. 

Cataract, kidney disease and 
toxic goiter are much more serious 
conditions than obesity.

Simply consider company of the 
informal vind when you plan 
your weekly shopping list — and 
each week odd something “extra” 
for your cc:npany shelf. 

Cans of ‘nusual soup, spiced 
fruit, chutniy, a jar or package 
of special chv ase, flaky dittle cana- 
pe biscuits, ripe and_ stufied 
olives, cans of chicken, tongue, 
crabmeat or :hrimp—all of these 
can be conve'ted into something 
delicious and substantial for your 
impromptu dinners. 

Of course, 2 liberal dash of 
imagination is also needed. Some- 
times you have to stretch a din- 
ner that was planned for two or 
three to serve twice that number. 
Sometimes you can do this by 
cleverly adding an_ interesting 
soup or unusual hors d’oeuvres to 
dull the first pangs and conceal 
the fact that your main course is 
somewhat skimpy. 

Sometimes the snain course can 
be altered or extended. For in- 
stance. one clever homemaker I 
know was faced with the problem 
of providing a dinner for four 
from two pork chops, a handful 
of mushrooms and some left-over 
gravy. Fortunately, her fruit bow] 
was not quite bare and a crisp 
head of lettuce and tomatoes were 
waiting in her refrigerator. 

After placidly surveying the 
items for a minute she put the 
chops, mushrooms, a crisp apple, a 
stalk of celery and a small onion 
through the food chopper. This 
was skillfully seasoned with salt 
pepper and a dash of thyme, then 
moistened with the sravy. and a 
little milk and enclosed in rounds 
of pastry. When baked, the little 
individual pics were so flaky and 
ricn and flavorful that the guests 
begged for the recipe. 

The meal began with a simple 
green Salad dressed with tart 
French dressing. Buttered vege- 
tables from: cans, crusty little bis- 
cuits Jiterally arippine with but- 
ter, jelly and lots of strong, hot 
coffee completed the simple and 
attractive meal “from nothing at 
all.” 

It is ever more fun to start at 
scratch and prepare a substantial 
meal for several guests. Of course 
if vou live ‘n town and can send 
to the market for a juicy steak 
or chops and serve with sauted 
mushrooms for a garnish, your 
problem is simple. Then you need 
only think of a good appetizer 
and dessert. 

But if you live miles from a 
market you will have to depend 
on-your “company shelf” from be- 
‘ginning to end. You can always 
start w.th a substantial soup, an 
unusual accompaniment, and a 
plate of reiishes. Then the main 
course might be light.
